festive clothes in keeping with the 
event 
Plans 
were laid 
also last 
night for representative Rushville cit­ 
izens to appear before the State Rail­ 
road Commission when it will hold 
court here in the court 
house one 
week from today bo hear evidence in 
regard to the C. If. & D. and Penn­ 
sylvania stations, 
new 
depots for 
which have been petitioned for by 
one hunted Rushville men. 
Consideration of the hearing which 
will be held by the State C omutission 
■was the first thing to come before the 
meeting. 
The members of the As­ 
sociation were delighted to hear that 
the investigation will be conducted 
here instead of in Indianapolis as was 
first proposed by the Commission. 
The 
meeting will be 
held in the 
Rush county court house tone 
week 
from today and it was planned at the 
meeting last night for as many rep­ 
resentative and substantial citizens 
as possible to be present for the in­ 
vestigation. 
It is thought that the 
more men that are present the more 
influence it will have on the Commis­ 
sion. 
It i- 
believed that 
interest 
evinced in the hearing will cause the 
f ommission to see that the building 
of the two new stations j- much need­ 
ed. 


Tt was dis! ordered by the Commis­ 
sion for the investigation to be held in 
the Commission’s .nooms in the State 
house in Indianapolis next Thursday 
morning. 
Beme few Rushville men 
were planning to appear before the 
Commission there and te-tify as 
to 
the conditions of the two 
stations. 


Last night it was arranged for Gates 
Sexton, tho Rev*. John 
B. Meacham 
and ( I. Ed. W olfe to act as spokes­ 
men for the city at the hearing of the 
Commission. 
It was \\ ill M. Bliss who suggest­ 
ed that the city be dressed in, gala 
apparel for the pre-holiday 
trade. 
He believed that the Rushville Retail 
Merchants Association should lead 
in the movement to hold a Christmas 
carnival iii this city which will be 
somewhat of an innovation. 
Mr. Bliss said, that the pedestal 
lights f rtoed an excellent opportun­ 
ity for decorating the city 
streets. 
He believed that the lights should be 
decorated with evergreen. 
Mr. Bliss 
suggested .also that Hic Association 
arrange with the 
moving 
picture 
show s bo put on a special bill for the 
benefit of the Christmas 
carnival. 
Mr. Bliss said that he 
thought it 
could be arranged for the moving pic­ 
ture shows to show an extra attrac­ 
tion and charge ten cents for it, the 
show to have five cents and the As- 
cociation the other five cents. In this 
manner it is thought a part of the 
expenses of decorating Gould be paid 
for. 
The merchants at the meeting last 
night were unanimosly in favor of 
the Christmas carnival. 
It has been 
talked much among the business men 
for the last few weeks 
and all of 
them had made up their minds that it 


was the proper thing for the holidays. 


Ti was moved, a second was made and 


it was passed unanimously that the 


merchants 
should 
decorate 
the 
streets for the holidays and obtain 
-how privileges. 
W ill M. Bliss and 
F. E. Wolcott were appointed on a 
committee to make arrangements. H. 
G. Hackman, Charles

and 
Sherman ducal were named as a com­ 
mittee to get prices on evergreen and 
report back to the Association. 
II. G. 11 ackman suggested that the 
Merchants Anociation give a treat 
to the children of the city and coun­ 
ty before the holidays. 
He thought 
it would be well to arrange for all 
children between the years of three 
and twelve be admitted ho the five 
cent shows on Saturday. 
December 
second and ninth. This idea was lik­ 
ed by the members of the association 
and W. O. F*sallier and George Pun- 
tennev were appointed as a commit­ 
tee to carry on the advertising cam­ 
paign for the two special Saturdays. 
Sherman Oneal called the attention 
of the merchants to the fact that A. 
M. Price, the old man who has charge 
of the hitchrack in South 
Perkins 
street, would have to give up his po­ 
sition if he did not 
receive more 
money for his labors. 
It was shown 
to the merchants that the rent of the 
ground for the hitchrack has been 
doubled, which make- it necessar\ 
for Mr. Price to have more money in 
order to make a living out of the bus­ 
iness. Ile has bo pay $180 a year for 
the ground now, whereas he paul only 
$90 previously. 
Mr. Oneal said that 
Mr. Price was not able to clear more 
than six dollars some weeks which 
w a s not enough for him bo keep body 
and soul together. 
The hitchrack i> maintained by the 
basilics- men. Tt is considered a very 
gen d addition to the city as country 
people can find a place there to hitch 
their horses and a man to take care 
of horses driven by women. Business 
men contribute so much weekly to tile 
support <»f the rank. 
S me promise 
to pay. it is sn id and then refu-e to 
settle when the rack 
tender 
calls. 
The Merchants 
Association 
is in 
hearty sympathy with Mr. Price and 
hopes bo lend him every 
assistance 
possible so that the 
rack may be 
maintained. 
To that end a commit­ 
tee composed 
of G. P. Hunt. 
Bert 
Mullin and Earl IT. Payne, was an­ 
ointed to make the rounds with Mr, 
Price an d attempt to persuade busi­ 
ness men to pay their share for main­ 
tenance, as it is believed to be a wor­ 
thy enterprise.

“ Indiana fanners are with­ 
out doubt losing thousands of dol­ 


l a r s every year 
through using in­ 
ferior seed. 
Seed 
seemingly high 
class is often found by the use of ac­ 
curate test- to be in reality impure 
and lacking vitality. 
This means a 
poor stand, weak jlianes 
and enor- 
ous numbers of noxious weeds. 
One 
of the essential factor- of profitable 
crop production is good seed. 
The 
quality of seed can be determined 
only by careful tests. 
Provision h a s been made for the 
prompt and accurate testing of seeds 
without charge for Indiana farmers 
and seedsmen through the establish­ 
ment of the United States department 
of agriculture, in co-operation with 
the agricultural extension department 
of Purdue university agricultural ex­ 
periment station, of a branch seed 
testing laboratory with an expert in 
charge. Two or three tablespoonfuls 
of clover or grass seeds are sufficient 
for a sample for testing. 
Fanners 
and seedsmen alike are urged to make 
the fullest use of this laboratory and 
endeavor to raise the standard of the 
seed used on Indiana 
farms.

Rushville is akin to Columbus in­ 
asmuch as the Rush county town is 
having trouble getting water, 
says 
the Columbus Republican. 
A break 
in a main there has just about caused 
a water famine, but this is only tem­ 
porary. 
The real trouble 
at Rush­ 
ville is the lack of an abundant -ap­ 
ply of water at all times of the year. 
According to the Rush* ill# Republ- 
can the water supply 
us so short 
last year that the streets •• mid not he 
sprinkled and at times the domestic 
and hath room supply was cut short. 
Rushville has the well system n il it 
is said that well after well has been 
dug without getting -ufTVient water to 
-apply the demand.*. 
A 
new well 
was recently sunk arid if gives a plen­ 
tiful supply of water but it is doubt­ 
ful if the water can be used because 
o f the dis!atlee o f the well from the 
plant. 
Rushville lins now begun to think 
about taking some steps toward bet­ 
tering the water condition, else the 
town will have to turn in the' river 
and use 
unfiltered river water tr- 
same as Columbus does. 
The situation at Rushville has a 
bearing on the local situation. 
The 
conned here h a s let a 1 contract for a 
test well with a view of installing the 
well system here possibly if the rest 
well shows plenty of water of good 
quality. 
Tt might be well to inve-ti- 
srnte conditions at Rushville 
before 
this city get- too 
deep in th*, we!’ 
nroposition. 
Other cities haw **< en 
having trouble with the well 
-fem 
arui if tile same system were a:opf d 
Imre there weald never be any ’

when the supply might be curtailed. 
Phillip B u rg ess, the co n su ltin g en­ 
gine! r employed by the city of C o l­ 
umbus. said o chis first trip to this 
city th a t the well system w a s at least 
a gamble.

the supply would then run short. He 
also said there was never any telling 
when the quality of the water might 
eh auge from good to bad and become 
unfit for use.

The Czar Has Ordered a Military Ad­ 


vance Across Persian Border. 
St. Petersburg. Nov. 17.—The gov­ 
ernment has decided to order an im­ 
mediate advance against Persia 
iii 
consequence of not having received 
satisfaction. 
Four thousand infantry, 
cavalry and artillery are already col­ 
lected in Transcaucasia and will move 
forthwith to occupy Kazvin, staying 
there or advancing to Teheran accord­ 
ing to the attitude of the Persian gov 
eminent. 
The St. Petersburg newspapers have 
started a hot campaign against Treas­ 
urer General Shuster, the American 
sent to Teheran to revise Persia’s 
finances, and indignantly accuse him 
of assuming powers derogatory to Rus­ 
sia and Great Britain as well as over­ 
riding the power of the Persian cab­ 
inet and entering into intrigue with 
the Nationalists for the purpose of 
widening the alleged differences be­ 
tween the Russian consulate and the 
Persian govei ament.

This is the larva of the oak 
pi tner, which when full grown is a 
little mole than one-half inch long.

“The life history of this pest is 
such, evidencing apparently 
marve­ 
lous instinct, that it commands ad­ 
miration. 
The female beltie, accord­ 
ing to Fitch, normally lays lier eggs 
in the spring or summer on a green 
succulent twig in an angle between 
leaf twig and leaf stalk. This action 
affords the young tender foot of the 
right nature, easily obtained. As the 
larva grows older it works into the

“According to the above writer and 
others, this larva needs moisture to 
go through its transformations to the 
pupal and later to the imago stage.

“This can hardly be accounted fur 
by the work of insectivorous 
birds, 
since they would be linable to reach 
them in their burrows, In any event, 
the larva is in the twig when it fall", 
and can then be easily eared for.

ment and Yuan May Be Compelled 
to Abandon His Movement. 


Pekin, Nov. 17.—Yuan Shih Kai has 
accepted the premiership and nom inat­ 
ed a cabinet, and it is still thought 
that he may bring around the prov­ 
inces to his views, namely a nominal 
m onarchy and a constitution, but the 
revolutionary movement seems entire­ 
ly too strong for him. 
The idea of a 
republic seems to grow. 
Yuan works 
with even more than usual Chinese 
caution while he is watching the ac­ 
tual events at places where things are 
being done. 
His next step from the premiership 
may he the provisional head of the re­ 
public. 
Many of the Chinese news­ 
papers are attacking Yuan, evidently 
fearing that he is too strong, and 
dreading the success of his attem pts 
to boost the throne. 
The disrupted provinces generally 
have adopted the Chinese calendar, 
according to which 1911 is “4609 of 
Huang Ti.” 
The idea Is the blotting 
out of tw enty centuries of T artar con­ 
quests since the building of the great 
wall of China.

Men Who Are Expected to Relieve 
China of Her Troubles. 
Pekin, Nov. 17.—The cabinet chosen 
by Yuan Shih Kai has been approved 
by formal edict. The list does not con­ 
tain many world familiar names or 
the names of many men made prom­ 
inent by the present revolution, 
It is 
noteworthy that some of tho most < orn- 
petent men of China whose inclusion 
in the cabinet 
would have greatly 
strengthened it are not included. 
Some of the new’ m inisters are Man­ 
chus, though in accordance with the 
prescription articles of the new con­ 
stitution, node are of imperial or noble 
rank. 
The presidency of the foreign office 
is allotted to Liang Lung Yen, who 
was appointed m inister to the United 
States in 1907 hut almost immediately 
transferred to the assistant director­ 
ship of customs. 
The vice president 
of the foreign office is Hu Weite, ex- 
m inister to Russia, who was secretary 
to the legation at W ashington in 1893. 
Admiral Sah Cheng Ping, conspicuous 
as the com m ander of the Pei Yang 
and 
Nan 
Yang 
squadrons 
for 
the 
throne in the present rebellion, be­ 
comes president of the ministry of 
marine, while Yang Shih Chia, vice 
president of the ministry of agricul­ 
ture under the previous government, is 
now made minister. 
Other appoint­ 
ments 
are: 
Minister of finance. Yen 
Shui; 
war, Nang Shi Cheng; justice, 
Shang Chia Pen; agriculture and com­ 
merce, Chang Chien; education, Teng 
Ching Chung; colonies, Sa Chow’; in 
terior, Chao Ping Chun. 
The 
first impression is that 
the se­ 
lection is satisfactory 
in view 
of the 
difficulties of the situation. 
Of graver interest is the announce­ 
m ent of the default of China’s finan­ 
cial obligations. 
This has been pre­ 
dicted for the past few’ days, and is 
now 
announced. 
The 
governor 
of 
Shanghai has said that he is unable 
to raise 500,000 taels due to meet the 
coupons of the Russo-French loan of 
1895, secured by the m aritime cus­ 
toms. 
The payment of the interest 
on many other, loans is soon due and, 
owing to the alienation of the prov­ 
inces, have to be met by loans. 
Offi­ 
cials of the Chinese foreign hoard ex­ 
press confidence that Yuan Shih Kai 
will be able to raise such loans.

While the gov­ 
ernor has only the evidence of Tim 
Murphy, the form er poolroom partner 
of Tennes, that the service is sent 
over a leased wire, he inclines strongly 
to the belief that M urphy’s version of 
the method of m essage transm ission 
is correct. John B. Elam, attorney for 
the telephone company, said, in a con­ 
ference with the governor, that he un­ 
derstood the service was by regular 
long distance telephone channels, but 
he said he was not p o sitiv e th at his 
understanding was correct. 
“Shutting off a telephone or tele­ 
graph service into a poolroom,” said 
the governor, “is the most effective 
method of stopping poolroom opera 
tion, for without the service a pool 
room cannot he run. 
Handbooks made 
on the curbs, I suppose, will continue 
as lonog as newspapers print race 
forms and returns on the races, but I 
think we can stop leased wire serv­ 
ice.”
